After the issue was raised by Shai 
and Alignment ΜΈ, Sharon told The 
Jerusalem Post in the Knesset 
yesterday that he had tried in good 
faith to implement the recommen- 
dationa of the Asher Gommittee by 
seeking to lease his ranch or place it 
under trusteeship. But he was un- 
successful, he said. 

“The special situation of our farm 
did not make it possible to apply the 
{committee's} recommendations,” 
Sharon said. “I reported on that to 
the attorney-general (then Prof. 
Aharon Barak). The attorney- 
general made certain recommen-

Egypt would be the first country to 
accept Israel. He described Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat as “a salesman 
par excellence," and said he plans to 
meet with Sadat again next month. 

As for his organization, Klutznick 
asserted that it never agreed to he 
silent on internal Israeli policies, but 
promised the World Zionist 
Organization (which provides about 
10 per cent of its annual budget of 
$2.75m.) to consult with its Ex- 

. ecutive beforehand. The WJC and 
the WZO bave jointly funded a study 
of the effect of Jewish-studies 
courses on institutions of higher lear- 
ning abroad.

Government Press Office now 
provides English reporting

The Government Press Office has 
engaged a reporter to cover major 
national events in English for the 
foreign press corps. 

The reporter, ex-Canadian Danny 
Isenberg, began last week by cover- 
ing Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin's speech at a Tel Aviv 
municipal election rally. His initial 
report was transmitted within 
minutes over the Golem, the press 
office's simultaneous telephone 
hook-up with foreign cor- 
respondents. 

Izenberg also reported on the 
Begin-Sadat telephone conversation 
last Saturday night, when the two 
leaders congratulated each other on 
winning the Nobel Peace Prize. 


Izenberg's appointment is the 
press office's first venture into the 
field of — as distinct from 
disseminating government 
statements and hand-outs. It haa 
been welcomed by foreign cor- 
respondents. 


Government Press Office director 
Ze'ev Hefetz told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that he was already 
considering hiring a second 
reporter, who would be based in Tel 


newsagency owned collectively by 
all the local newspapers. 

Another innovation introduced by 
Hefetz, which has proved useful to 
the foreign press, is the press office’s 
simultaneous translation service for 
important Knesset debates. Foreign 
carrespondents were able to keep 
abreast of the entire marathon 
Knesset debate on the Camp David 
accords the press office's 
simultaneous translation fecility. 

The press office has also con- 
siderably expanded its translation 
service of Hebrew press material 
into English. Each morning and 
afternoon, the main news-stories in 
the papers are now available in 
translation at the Government Press 
Office's Jerusalem and Tel Aviv of- 
fices, and a considerable selection of 
features and opinion-pieces are also 
translated on the same day that they 
appear. This is in addition to the

Dramatique, 
THE opening programme. of the 
season may have evoked mixed 
feelings regarding the offered fare. 
The sad story of the young lovers 
does not seem to produce rousing 
material for a festive curtainraiser. 
Indeed, the sombre atmosphere 
created by Berlioz’ music visibly 
affected the audience. 

On the other hand, the choice of 
this work bears the mark of Gary 
Bertini's attitude in presenting in- 
teresting and rarely performed 


music, with a special accent on vocal" 


participation... To the best of my 
knowledge, this opus has never been 
performed in Israel in its entirety. 
Its extensive requirements — a large 
orchestra, three vocal soloists, and 
several top quality choirs — ap- 
parently limit ita performances 
abroad, too. So we were actually 
treated to a rare experience. 

The logistics of assembling the 
required forces must be formidable: 
the flawless and thoroughly satisfac- 
tory presentation on this occasion

speaks highly for management's 
ability to stage such a demanding 
programme. 

Mr. Bertini'’s presentations are 
always responsibly rehearsed. And 
they are thoroughly convincing due 
to his complete identification with 
his task, even if one sometimes tends 
to disagree with aspects of inter- 
pretation. Bertini's musical per- 
sonality seems to have found in 
Berlioz a most congenial composer 
and in this work, an ideal ground to 
display the best of his great tajent. 

The soloists made excellent con- 
tributions to the performance. Miss 
Hodgson and Mr. Oliver were more 
than adequate in their vocal parts, 
and Jules Bastin, in the role of Friar 
Laurence, was particularly ar- 
ticulate and impressive. Technically 
demanding passages in the choir and 
instrumental scores were superbly 
executed; dynamic subtleties were 
worked out in finest detail; and 
changing moods were dramatically 
exploited to the utmost but never ex- 


aggerated. Even the pronunciation 
of the French words by the various 
choirs was much clearer than we 
have become resigned to in 
customary renditions by local 
singers — another reflection of Ber- 
tini's thoroughness in preparing a 
musical production. 

The choristers sounded fresh and 
bright , and the orcheetra reached 
points of brilliancy. Altogether, thia 
was a highly promising overture toa 
concert season. It raises hopes for 
fulfilment of the promise that Gary 
Bertini's appointment as Chief Con- 
ductor and Musical Director of the 
Jerusalem Symphony Orchestra 
would end a period of lack of 
leadership and direction. The 150 
has great potential that needs to be 
developed. 

This season the Tuesday Night 
Symphony Concerta are being 
repeated on the two following nights, 
so that Jerusalemiteg still have the 
opportunity to hear this impressive 
work tonight at the Jerusalem

ANYBODY talking about Arthur 
Lourie automatically uses the ex- 
pression, “""Η was a perfect 
gentleman.’ This may seem a 
dubious compliment, implying a cer- 
tain lack of vigour. But, in Arthur's 
case, his grave courtesy and un- 
falling consideration for others 
sprang from a deep inner self- 
confidence and a respect for life. 


When my brothers and 1 were 
growing up in South Africa, Arthur, 
some years older, the son of a close 
family friend, was away in Cam- 
bridge and Harvard: he waa always

It was not by 
mere oversight that he continued to 
serve ministers with such diverse 
personalities as Moshe Sharett, 
Abba Eban, Golda Meir, Yigal Allon 
and Moshe Dayan. 

His courtesy and courtliness found 
their supreme expression, perhaps, 
in the way he treated his wife, 
Jeanette, during her last years as a 
stricken invalid. Never for a mo- 
ment did he allow her to feel that her 


sideration for others, 

Perhaps Arthur can be best summ- 
ed up. not only as the perfect 
gentleman, but also as the perfect 
civil servant. He should be held up to 


all as a model worthy of emulation.

Michael Shafir, in a study on

and East European Research Centre 
of the Hebrew University. 

‘The West had a natural appeal for 
the Rumanians, who had considered 
that the two historical enemies of 
their state. were Russia and 
Hungary, Shafir says. 

“Today. when all of Europe sees 
itself menaced by a new invasion of 
Nordic barbarians...realizing that 
the choice is between either being all 
free or all Russians, the European

WHEN I studied law, I was at a loss 
to fathom why a course in statistics 
was included in our curriculum. Lit: 
tle did I realize then that not only did 
one require a knowledge of statistics 
in order to understand some. of our - 
laws and regulations, but also that.a 
good grasp of higher mathematics 
would also not come amiss, (Inciden- 


tally, it would be a good exercise in * 


statistics to calculate how many of 
our lawmakers in the Knesset: un- 
derstand all, or even most, of the 
laws that they ostensibly enact.) 
The law and regulations governing 
the fixing of rent for premises’ oc- 
eupied by statutory tenants onder 
the Tenants Protection Law provide 
an excellent example of why the 
need for mathematical skill is 
demanded of the legal profession. 
The latest regulations, due to.come 
into force on January 1, 1979, il- 
lustrate this most graphically. 
Insofar as the rent for dwellings is 
concerned, the picture is superficial- 
ly clear and simple. For: the 
regulations provide that an incre- 
ment of 71 per cent may be added to 
the rent paid for any dwelling as on 
December 31, 1978, as long as that 
does not bring the rent up to more 
than IL170 per room per month for 
an apartment with 1 or 1% rooms; to 
more than IL28 per room for an 
apartment with 3 or 3% rooms; and 
to more than IL855 per room for an 
apartment with 4 rooms or more. 
The picture. becomes blurred by 
they bea between 
that té.ratlo hetween thenewisent ., 
demanded by the landlord and the 
maximum rent payable in accor- 
dance. with the new regulations may 
not exceed the ratio between the rent 
paid in 1971, and the maximum rent 
fixed in the 1966 rent regulations. 
Furthermore, the Tenants Protec- 
tion Law provides that every in- 
crease in rent must be gradual to en- 
sure that there be no more than a 
33.3 per cent increase on ἰνῶν pasie 
rent in any one year. 


IN ORDER to demonstrate how all 
this works, let us apply the new

Accordingly, Mrs. M. was 
thereupon credited with 111,200, to 
compensate for the excessive billing 
in her telephone charges for the first 
six months of 1977. 


IT WAS ON MAY 1 last year that Mr. 
S. went to his local Telephone Ser- 
vice office, to clear up some matter. 
But when he arrived there he was 
told that the day being May Day, 
there was no service to the public. 

Mr. S. has nothing against May 
Day. But he was vexed because the 
Ministry of Communications had 
never announced that one of its units 
would not receive the public on May 
Day.

At that time, too, the com- 
plainant firm did not bid because, it 
claimed, it could not obtain the 
technical data it needed to calculate 
its bid. 

Then, too, it pointed out to the 
Ministry of Communications that its 
attitude made it impossible for the 
purchasing authorities to make a 
fair comparison of bids — uot only on 
the basis of lowest price but also of 
value for the money spent. 


The firm suggested that the- 


Ministry of Communications ask 8. 
safety consulting firm to prepare a 
detailed list of specifications, and 
the complaining firm even offered to 
pay five per cent of the fee for 
preparation of this specification 
sheet. 

But the Director General of the 
Ministry of Communications et that 


time rejected this suggestion, and 


the contract was awarded to one of 
the other firms who had entered a 
bid. 

When the ombudsman confronted 
the Ministry with the. firm's com- 
plaint, the Ministry replied that 
ultra-detatled specifications need 
not be furnished in this case since the 
greater part of filling this order was 
providing the ready-made systems 
equipment itself rather than 
engineering and building it. Aecor- 
ding to standing rules, said the 
Ministry, a too-detailed specification 


sheet tends to discourage variety in ~

— Egypt will solve only a 
Minor portion of {ts economic 
problems by making peace with 
Israel. The only way Egypt can get 
out of its economic rut is to overhaul 
its present economic setup complete- 
ly, aceording to Prof. Bliyahu 
Kanovsky, senlor researcher at the 
Shiioah Centre for Middle Eastern 
and African Studies, at Tel Aviv 
University. Prof. Kanovsky was 
speaking at a symposium this week 
given by the university for economic 
journalists.

Ge said Egypt's economic 
problems stemmed mainly from the 
‘poor socialist-type planning which 
Nasser instituted in the 1960s, which 
led to over-centralization, bad ad- 
ministration and lack of authority of 
the administrators. Other factors’ 
were the cost-plus system in fac- 
tories, which held back efficiency, 
and above all, the failure to “invest 
in human capital — to improve 
drastically the skilis of Egyptian 
labourers.” 


Prof. Kanovsky thought that one of 
the main reasons — but not the only 
reason — President Sedat launched 
the Yom Kippur War was to 
revolutionize Egypt’s economy. 
Sadat expected two things to happen. 
First, the rich Arab of! companies, 
which used the war to raise the price 
of off severalfold, would give him a 
goodly cut of their new riches; se- 
cond, foreign capital would come 
poi in. 


‘Neither expectation was 
fulfilled,” he safd, "and I think that 
this convinced Sadat that if he failed 
in his objectives in the Yom Kippur 
War, he would think long about 
launching another Israeli war." 

The war, however, did bring Egypt 
some economic advantages, The 
country recovered the Abu Rhodeis 
oilftelds, which increased the oi] ton- 
nage it could sell, and it opened the 
Suez Canal to shipping, in 
about $400m. a year. Tourism also 


Peace no panacea for Egypt economy 


increased and Egypt recelved some 
economic help from the U.S., 
Western Europe and Japan, which 
totalled much more than it received 
from the Arab countries. 

Nevertheless, Egypt earned much 
more, between $1,000m. and $1,500m. 
a year, from the wages sent home 
from the estimated 1,500,000 Egyp- 
dans working abroad. 


Prof. Kanovaky did not believe 
that peace would help Egypt to 
reduce its military greatly 
because it its armaments almost 
free from Russia. Egypt would still 
have to expend (as wovld Israel) 
about the same sums to maintain its 
armed forces as it did before peace. 

Peace with Israel would help 
Egypt's economy only in a small 
way. There would be some further 
increase in tourism; a regional 
transport system could be worked 
out, and perhaps some 50,000 Egyp- 
tian workers would find jobs in 
Israel. 


“I’m personally not sure that I 
would like to see Egyptian workers 
in Israel,"' he said, ‘‘but if 50,000 do 
come, it will not solve Egypt's great 
unemployment problem which runs 
into millions." 7 

As for Egypt benefi from 
Israeli agricultural . be 
noted wryly that there were plenty 
good Egyptian (and even foreign) 
agricultural instructors around — 
“but they stayed in the cities, and 
didn't go down to the villages."’ 

Moreover, if the Egyptians were 
not willing to take advice from the 
Egyptian or foreign instructors, why 
should they listen to the Israelis? 

Prof. Ζε εν Hirsch, of the faculty 
of business administration, who 
dealt with’ what Israel could gain 
from peace, noted that ‘it also 
wasn't ‘much — but on the other 
hand, we certainly have little to 
lose." 

Moreover, he believed that Egypt 
would hold back on economic advan- 
tages that would be beneficial to 
Israel as a political weapon, to help 
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it pursue its West Bank policy. 
However, Israe! should demand un- 
der the peace treaty full use of the 
Suez, landing rights in Egypt, and 
the right to call at Egyptian ports. 

Prof. Hirech also wanted to “‘pune- 
ture some idealistic economic 
balloons” which some Israelis had 
been flying. First, there was a lot of 
talk about setting up an Egyptian- 
Israeli ‘common market."" “A com- 
mon market", he said, '‘meant the 
free flow of goods, capital and man- 
power. I can see a free flow of goods, 
but which way would capital flow? 
Out of Israel. As for manpower, it 
would come from Egypt here, and 
reduce the wages of Israelis.” 

Peace would also not mean the end 
-of the Arab boycott. Perhaps EB; 
would end it, but this would not in- 
fluence the main sponsors, Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait. 

Another pipedream was 
in water from the Nile to τ τ τα το 
Negev. This was all well and good, 
but ‘‘what will happen if the Egyp- 
tians need the water in several 
years? They will just turn off the tap, 

the Negev." 

However, he believed there could 
be mutual advantages in the fields of 
transport, tourism, setting up joint 
industries (a car plant, with one 
country making the motor, the other 
the body), and trade in chemicals, 
furniture and plastics. Israel could 
also buy Egyptian sugar. 

Dr. Asher Tischler, of the faculty 

of economics, thought that the 
military withdrawal from Sinai and 
building new lines in the Negev 
would “cost much less than IL16b."" 
(This figure specifically excluded 
the’ cost of building two new air-- 
fields.) 
. He thought that this sum, spread 
over three years, could be managed 
by Israel, even though it would pinch 
a lot. But there would be shortages in 
housing in the centre of the country 
for several years; wages would rise: 
and ‘galloping inflation’ was not in- 
evitabie, if the government cracked 
down on income-tax evaders.

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Plain talk with the U.S. 
THE INSISTENT reports from Washington that the U.S. has 
proved to be more stubborn than Egypt about nailing down a 
textual link between an Israel-Egypt agreement and 
negotiations regarding the West Bank and Gaza are a cause for 
concern. . 

While the Camp David agreements clearly embraced the 
questions relating to the future of the West Bank, they also 
made it possible to assume that the principal initial effort would 
be directed at concluding a peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. Once that was done and once implementation of the trea- 
ty was underway it would then be judicious to turn attention to 
the West Bank and Gaze and get the mechanism of an authority 
established. With it would come the frame for eventually carry- 
ing on further negotiations for what is to happen after the five- 
year period, stipulated in the Camp David accords, ends. 

In the meantime, as envisaged at Camp David, the realities of 
life and coexistence on the West Bank would themselves unfold 
into interests, aims and pressures that would help determine the 
resolution after five years. 

But in the Washington talks and in the tactics pursued by the 
U.S. since Camp David this careful and judicious approach 
appears to have been jettisoned. Instead the U.S. has been in- 
tent on “‘linkage,'’ intent on voicing far-reaching assurances to 
King Hussein, to West Bank leaders — perhaps even to Syria 
and indirectly to the PLO as well — intent, in short, on speeding. 
up a process which in the end would compel Israel to withdraw 
from the West Bank. 

It is for this reason that the Cabinet felt it necessary to engage 
in the demonstrative act of announcing immediate strengthen- 
ing of West Bank settlements. And while such gestures cannot 
be substitutes for policy, it has ‘become plain that, despite Camp 
David, there are fundamental differences with the Carter Ad- 
ministration’s execution of policy. These differences fust be 

exposed, confronted and negotiated between Israel and the U.S. 

Neither fits of temper in Jerusalem, nor fits of temper in the 
White House — such as Mr. Carter's reluctance, as ἃ result of 
the settlement announcement, to meet Mr. Begin in New York 
— can be substituted for that. In fact they must be considered 
irresponsible subjective indulgence harmful to serious 
diplomacy. 

Israel must make it crystal clear to the U.S. that the hoary old 
American aims of total Israel withdrawal from the West Bank 
and Gaza notwithstanding — the future of those areas will be 
determined in a process of coexistence and negotiation between . 
the parties and not pre-determined by U.S. policy. 

That process will carry risks for Israel. It will also carry risks 
for the Arab parties involved in it. But that is the policy of the 
Israel government and that is the substance of the agreement 
reached at Camp David. And that conception of a process simp- 
ly does not fit in with the Rogers Plan or other models of a 
mechanistically conceived Israeli departure from the West 
Bank that may still affect thought in Washington. 

In addition, and especially in view of the weakness for pique 
and petulance that have come to affect relations between Mr. 
Carter and Mr. Begin, there must be clarity, agreement and 
specific commitment regarding the financial aid Israel will 
receive from the U.S. to withdraw from Sinai and rebuild an en- 
tirely new military infrastructure in the Negev, and on the 
weapons acquisition programme for the future. . 

If anything is to be “‘linked”’ with the treaty with Egypt it is 
this, For Israel, by relinquishing Sinai, is surrendering massive 
and vital strategic values. They must be replaced with new doc- 
trines, new logistics, new bases, new weapons. This is not a 
process that Israel can bear alone, certainly not within the time 
envisaged by the Camp David formula. Therefore if America's 
‘commitment to Israel's security means anything, it certainly 
should mean full and cooperation in adequate 


assuring 
replacement for the security values represented by control of - 


Sinai. 


This is not a subject about which there can be reticence in 
Jerusalem, or reluctance in Washington. Nor can it be a subject 
that should be given to tempers in the U.S. capita] that lead, for 
example, to the delay in the arrival of a Pentagon team here to 
study Isreel’s needs. 

Both Egypt and Israel are too far along in the process of 
agreement to turn back. Therefore there is every reason to 
believe that out of Blair House there will Indeed come a peace 
treaty. But it has become abundanily clear that there must be 
something more and no less important — an American-Israeli 
agreement — also in binding form. 


‘There are indications now that Mr. Begin’s Government has 
finally come to see the necessity of this. The realization may 
have come belatedly, but not too late. For neither Israel, nor the 
U.S. can afford the kind of peevish instability that has been 
revealed in the past fortnight.

WHEN THE: peace treaty between 
Israel and Egypt is signed, it will 
tring joy and hope to Jews everywhere 
because it could mean an end for 
many years to the threat of renewed 
war — and the be; of true co- 
operation between Israel and at least 
one of its former enemies. 

This expected ‘‘firat peace” 
between Israel and Egypt --- 
some sudden turn — wil] ae reason 
enough to celebrate. But there will 
be cause, too, for celebrating the 
process which brought it about, for a 
revival of hope in the democratic 
process and in the ‘‘art of 
diplomacy." 

And there should be, for American 
Jews, a sense of satisfaction that 
they played 2 generally constructive 
role in helping to bring about the pre- 
sent situation —-. both in their 
relations to the American Govern- 
ment and in their relations to Israel.
